cases were among tubercular patients. 


Beneficient as the climate is, and health- 


ful and pleasant as the city is, one docs not 
get a galvanized layer of health spread all 
over his insides aud outsides simply by 
coming here, as many suppose is the case. 
It is very necessary to be careful and to 
bring along a supply of common sense for 
every-day use. 
Tho sudden transition from 


an elevation of a few hundred feet above 
sea level, to six thousand, is a strain upon 
the system in the great majority of cases, 
and from the fact that invalids are neces- 
sarily more careful and quiet than well peo- 
ple, it is not unusual for the sick to get bet- 
te/ and the well to get sick, and the fellow

while sitting on the hotel porch one day I

A Lighthouse Without a Light. 


The moot extraordinary of all light- 


bouses is to be found on Aruish rock, 
Storooway bay, a rock which is separated 
from the island of Lewis by n channel ovor 
500 foot wide. It is iu the Hebrides, Scot- 
land. 
On this rook a conical beacon is 


erected, and on its summit a lautero is 
fixed, from which, night after night, 
shines a light which is scon by che fisher- 
men far nnd wido. 
Yet there is no burn- 


ing lamp in the lantern and no attendant 
ever goes to it, for tho simple reason that 
there is no lamp to attend to, no wick to 
train und no oil well to replenish. 


The way in which this peculiar light- 


house is Illuminated is this: "On the is- 
land of Lewis, 501) feet or so away, is a 
lighthouse, and from a window in the 
tower n stream of light is projected on a 
mirror iu tho lantern on the summit of, 
Arnish rock. 
Those ra37s are reflected to 


an arrangement of prisms, and by their 
action are converged to a focus outside the 
lantern, from whloli they diverge in the 
necessary direction." 


The consequence is that to all intents 


nnd purposes a lighthouse exists which has 
neither lamp nor lighthouse keeper, and 
yet which gives as serviceable a light— 
taking into account the requirements of 
this locality—as if an elaborate and costly 
Hghthou&e, with lamps, service room, bed- 
room, living roam, storeroom, oilroom, 
water tanks and all other accessories wore 
erected on the suiiuuit of the rock.—Strand 
Magazine.

ENFORCEMENT OF THE LAW. 


Ocnrrml Harrison Defined the Powers ot 


tlie Chiflf Executive. 


Ei-President Harrison writes on "Tho 


Enforcement of tho Law" in The Ladlos' 
Horn? Journal and tersely defines tho 
powi i vested in tho president to suppress 
organized disorder. 
Tho pnper brings un- 


der consideration thn legal points involved 
in the railroaders' strikes nt Chicago and 
other points in tho west and Eiibgr'qunnt 
riots by orgaiii/od mobs nnd says: "It was 
held thnt ti mail train was composed not 
only of postal cars, but of such other oars 
in tho sumo traiii^ that tho railroad com- 
panies could not be required to run mail 
oars when prevented by violence from 
hauling with them other coaches assigned 
to tho train, and that any cutting out of 
oars from a mail trnin was an interference 
with the transportation of tho "United 
Stati s malls. Ho it was held that the 
stoppage of trains, freight or passenger, 
running from ono sttito in to another—that 
in, (oniiucting interstate commoroo—or 
tbo 1 oaring up of or obstructing the tracks 
over which suoh interstate ooumiorco was 
carrind was an offense against tho peace 
of th'j United States. 


''Such nn offoiiso may be enjoined by tho 


courts and the army of tha United States 
used by tho president to restore order with- 
out waiting for any call from tho state leg- 
islature or tho governor for assistance. It 
is nut 'domestic violence' in tho sense of 
section 4, article 4, of tho constitution, but 
an attack upon tho powers of the national 
government, and neither the request nor 
tho consent of the state is nooded to glvo 
the president a right to uso the moans 
placed in his hands by the constitution to 
preserve tho peace of tho United States 
and I o see that tho mails and interstate 
commerce aro not stopped nor impeded by 
violence. A strlko of violence affecting a 
street railway In a city, or u shop or fac- 
tory, or coal mine, or other local Interest, 
or a riot raised for tho lynching of n pris- 
oner charged with an offense against tho 
state—all those must bo doult with by tho 
state authorities, save that the president 
may bo called upon for aid by tho legisla- 
ture or governor."

Among pianists It is chiefly ladies ambi 
tlous to beoomo professionals who are the 
victims. Violent pain, weakness and fa 
tlgue of the arm make playing an Impos 
sibility. Violinists are aSeoted both in 
the lingers of the left hand and the hand 
that holds the bow. Clarinet players ge 
oramjis of the tongue, nnd flute players 
got cramp In tho larynx.

ers, Ktampurs, weavers, painters, money 
counters and ballet dancers nil suffer from 
their own peculiar cramps and often so se- 
verely thot thoy have to exchange their 
employment for some other.—Ciucinnat 
Knqu Irer. 


Dxerclae and Growth. 


An eminent authority declares that ju- 


dicious exorcise has groat influence on tho 
growth of a human being. 
The stature 


is incroasod by hanging by tho arms, and 
some experiments have boon mado with a 
viow to ascertain whether hanging by the 
hond has any effect on tho length of the 
spinal column. It Is claimed thnt a boc 
constructed on all angle of 45 degrees may 
bo a useful accessory to growth. Tho body 
rests on tho bed and is kept in plaoo by a 
harness Unit passes undor the arms nn<! 
around the shoulders. Tho head Is very 
slightly drawn upward by a sot of straps, 
those latter being so arranged that only a 
very hllght pull comes on tho spinal cord 
above the shoulders. The support Is littlo 
more than the weight of tho head itself, 
tho idea being to remove all downward 
pressure from the spinal column. One 
student of this process has in addition at- 
tached light weights to his foot. 
He 


wntclios his conditions very carefully nud 
oonsoh his experiments If thero Is even the 
slightest sensation of discomfort or irrita- 
tion along tho spinal column. Just what 
effect this will have on the growth it is as 
yet too early to determine, but it is believed 
th(.t removing all weight from the spine 
nnd keeping tho body fully extended dur- 
ing the hours of sleep will, if managed 
with prudence, increase the stature to a 
considerable degree.—Now York Lodizer.

WATER AS A FOOD. 


The Proa and the Cniis of Ice Water Also 


Discussed. 


It is goEorally acknowledged by physi- 


cians tfiiit too little fluid Is taken rather 
than too much, nnd the great benefit de- 
rived from treatment at mineral springs Is 
often quite ns inuoh duo to tho amount as 
to the kind of water—that is, so far as the, 
cure Is due to wuter nt all and not to reg^ 
ular hubits, eroroise In the air, better 
mental condition, faith In the oure, eto. 


Many diseases are directly due to too 


great concentration of the fluids of tha 
body and are to be counteracted by the 
imbibition of larger quantities, for a tims 
at least. 
To have suftlciont water present 


Is the rationale of water cures, especially 
that form whiuh prescribes the drinking 
of a cupful of hot or cold water half an 
hour before meals. 
This not only washes 


out the stomach; it furnishes the medium 
for tho activo secretions, ptyalic, gastric 
juice, etc., inquantity. On the other hand, 
excess lies in the path of this as well as 
othtir things, and what is a rule for one Is 
not a rule for another. However, if one 
finds that the taking of a pint of water 
will relieve that serme of oppression and 
indigestion which sometimes ooonrs an 
hour or two after a meal, and that only 
favorable effects follow, the inference is 
that, too little was taken with the food. 
There is not much danger o£ taking too 
muoh clear water. 


The temperature of tho water to be 


drunk is often a vexed question. This may 
bo loft to the individual, for the quantity 
taken (one-half to one pint) at any time 
can have but little influence upon the 
temperature of the 14 pints of blood circu- 
lating rapidly about the 70 or more pounds 
of wuter In the tissues, which are main- 
tained at a temperature of nearly 100 de- 
grcos. 


For experiment two tumblers at Ice 


water have been slowly swallowed and 
promptly siphoned out and found to have 
attained a temperature of 95 degrees in 
live minutes. It is true that It le possible 
to swallow Ice water so rapidly and in such 
quantities that the stomach receives a mo- 
mentary chill and disturbance sets in, but 
this is no reason why nil ice water should 
be forbidden.—American Kitchen 
zine.

That gold was there was known, but it 
existed in oro of slK'h low grado that it 
was believed to bu tiuprolitablu to mine it. 
As long ago as 1S71 tho district was fa- 
mous by reason of tho development of tho 
Sparrow Havvk and Last Chance mines. 
Thi'so produced in a little wbllo over 91,- 
000,300 worth of silver. 


A little after the development of these 


mines thoro canio ono of these sensational 
and romantic stories oC American mining 
life, caused by tho discovery in a single 
pockut of an amount of silver, whioh, after 
beiijf! extracted, was assayed at 883,000. 
Tho mine in which this pocket was found 
was called the Carrie Kteelo mine, and the 
ruputo which followed that sensational 
discovery has caused that name to become 
traditional among the miners of the west. 


But, as usually happens when rich pock- 


ets aro discovered, there was little else to 
tempt tho miners than thohopo of finding 
another pocket as rich as that of tho Carrie 
Steolo mine. It was not found, and the 
Impression was that this mining distriot 
had been exhausted. Every miner knew 
that thero wero immense deposits of gold 
in tho district, but that it was of such low 
grade that it could not bo worked profita- 
bly. 


In 1891, after tho district had been prac- 


tically abandoned for more than ton years, 
mining engineers who had boon in South 
Africa, and who for some reason had also 
gone ovor this Utah district, reported that 
tho conditions thoro were almost identical 
with thoso in tho South African mining 
country, and thoy expressed the opinion 
that if the process whioh had made the 
low grade ores of South Africa so profita- 
ble wore ui-od in this Utah distriot it 
would bo found that its riches were greater 
than tho almost fabulous output of the 
South African mines. 


Tho geological formation in the Utah 


district is almost exactly similar to that of 
the Johannesburg district, in South Af- 
rica. A shaft recently sunk for 1,000 feet 
showed that, exactly as is the case with 
South Africa, the oro became richer and 
richer as tho depth of the shaft became 
greater and greater. 


But, like the South African ore, it was 


not of a kind which could be profitably 
handled excepting by the new cyanide 
process. That makes it possible to mine 
gold averaging not more than $4 a ton. 


There is some difference of opinion as to 


tho formation of the oro body in tho Utah 
district, some of the exports thinking that 
it runs very much like ooal veins, while 
others incline to tho single blanket theory. 
But there is no difference as to the enor- 
mity of tlie wealth in this distriot. 


Tho estimate was made upon one of the 


mines tlir.t it has within its control over 
$500,000,000 of gold, and tho opinions of 
tho experts and miners is that no such 
gold mining distriot has evor been devel- 
oped in tho world as this tract, only an 
hour's rido south of Salt Lake City, will 
bo found to bo. The impression is that 
the deposits cover an aroa of about 150 
square miles, and that, like the mines of 
tho Johannesburg district, in South Afri- 
ca, the doposi 3 will be found to be richer 
and richer as tho mines grow deeper and 
deeper. 


It is tho discovery of tho cyanide process 


which makes tho development of this min- 
ing district possible. Tho stamping mill 
or tho smelting process would be too ex- 
pensivo, as it would bo in South Africa. 
Tho impression among those who know Is 
that during tho summer there will be a 
vory great rush to that district, and that 
within a year it will become 'a more fa- 
mous mining camp and with a richer out- 
put than Cripple Creek.

within two years ho was satisfied the Mer-

producing wraith of ?00,000,000 to £70,-

political relation of silver will bo very dif- 
ferent from what it is in that state at tho 
pre.sonb time.—Holland iu Philadelphia 
Press.

joctfd, enumerated rlio hardships ond pri- 
vations that they have to enduio and said 
that something munt bo done to better the 
status of tho negro in tho south and to 
make his life more secure. Speakers ex- 
pressed the belief that the negro now had 
the opportunity of a lifetime by colonizing 
in Arizona. 
The country is rich in varied 


minerals, land and water are in abun- 
dance, and tho possibilities of Arizona are 
beyond imagination. 


According to Editor Lewis of The Col- 


ored American, it is not tho purpose of

the Sparklers varj Widely In Hue and 


In Their Value. 


Diamonds vary widely in hue; tho pnr- 


tst are perfectly colorless and transparent, 
but they are found in almost every color 
of the spectrum, the commonest boing 
white, yellow or brown, yellowish gnson, 
bottle green and rarely roso red, blue or 
blaok, says Tho Jrwolcr. Next, to the yol- 
lowish greenish, yellow diamonds are 'the 
most runiiTous. Tho black are very rare, 
nnd when tho diamond is between tho 
brown and the black its transparency on- 
tiroiy disappears or is seen only at the an- 
gles. 
IJcrfLT.tly colorless diamonds conic 


from the mines of India, Bi-axil, the Capo 
and Australia. Porbapu about 10 por oout 
of the crystals which romo into tho markot 
are of a fair color, with a Haw or spot of 
color, and the lenmindpr are off colored, 
called second quality or by water. Nearly 
one-half are only hart. 


Colored diamonds exhibit their luster 


and clearness liett when cut, especially tho 
yellow, which by artificial light are vory 
brilliant. Slonos either perfectly colorless 
or having decided tints of rose red, green 
or blue arc most highly prized. 1'ino cin- 
namon and salmon tints or brown, blaok 
or yellow stones are also esteemed. If flaw- 
less and without tint of any kind, they are 
termed "first water." If they possess a 
steely blue color, at times almost opales- 
cent, they an) called blue white. Such are 
usually Brazilian stone?. 
Exceptionally 


perfect stones are termed goms, and for 
such there is no fired value, tho price do- 
pending on thoir purity, perfection, bril- 
liancy and freedom from flaws. It is im- 
possible to estimate the value of a diamond 
by its weight alone, as color, brilliancy, 
out and general perfection must all bo 
taken into account. Of two stones, both 
flawless and weighing ton carats each, ono 
may bo worth IfiiOO and tho other .{12,000. 
Exceptional stones often bring special 
prices, whereas off colored or imperfect 
stones soli at i'rom $30 to $75 a carat re- 
gurdloss of their sizo.
